To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  again  presenting  to  you  my 
Annual  Report.  The  town  has  made  a rapid  stride  in 
growth.  1 anticipated  that  the  inhabited  houses  would 
reach  1850  by  the  middle  of  the  year,  an  estimate  which 
was  fully  realized.  Building  operations  are  still  in 
progress  in  many  parts  yet,  but  we  shall  soon  see  a falling 
off  unless  fresh  works  are  started. 

Sanitary  Conditions  & Progress  : Water  Supply — 
The  town  has  a good  supply  of  good  pure  water,  derived 
from  the  pumping  station  about  two  miles  from  the  place. 
Beside  the  well  and  bore  hole  there  is  a small  reservoir 
capable  of  holding  about  one  week’s  supply.  In  my  last 
year’s  report  figures  were  given  which  went  to  show  how 
narrow  the  margin  of  reserve  would  be  in  a dry  season  ; to 
refresh  your  memories  I give  the  figures  again,  on  an 
estimated  population  of  8,100,  allowing  11  gallons  per 
head  per  day  (the  actual  found  consumption)  we  only  had 
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a daily  overplus  of  21,780  gallons,  out  cf  which  we  supply 
Coates  and  a few  outside  houses.  Our  population  to-day 
is  not  far  short  of  9,000,  so  that  should  a dry  season  occur 
we  really  have  no  reserve  at  all.  In  the  face  of  this 
position  I ask  the  council  to  look  round  and  devise  means 
to  meet  what  will  soon  become  an  urgent  necessity. 
There  has  been  no  curtailment  of  the  supply  to  the  town 
and  the  reservoir  has  been  cleaned  as  usual. 

During  the  year  313  yards  of  new  3-inch  mains  were 
laid,  also  7 yards  of  4-inch,  whilst  9 additional  hydrants 
were  added.  All  the  new  houses  have  been  supplied  with 
water. 

Sewage  and  Drainage.— The  town,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Lane  Bottom  and  Gill  ions,  has  a complete 
system  of  drainage.  The  works,  which  are  situated  at 
Reed  Ing,  about  a mile  from  the  town,  cannot  possibly 
deal  with  the  sewage  sent  down.  To  meet  the  require- 
ments plans  for  considerable  extension  were  submitted  to 
the  Local  Government  Board,  which  has  them  under 
consideration  at  the  present  time,  a loan  of  £8,000  has 
already  been  sanctioned  for  the  payment  of  the  work  to  be 
done. 

Needless  to  say  that  the  effluent  samples  taken  during 
the  year  were  not  what  they  ought  to  be.  The  various 
new  sewers  laid  are  tabulated  and  given  in  the  Surveyor’s 
report  further  on.  The  scavenging  is  done  by  the  sanitary 
staff  of  the  Council,  and  taken  as  a whole,  is  well  done. 
The  public  street  might  with  advantage  be  kept  cleaner, 
but  where  there  is  the  amount  of  constant  traffic  on 
narrow  macadam  roads  like  ours  there  is  bound  to  be  mud. 
I advocate  the  council  continuing  to  pave  on  in  the  town, 
and  failing  that  to  use  granite  instead  of  limestone,  for 
making  the  roads  with,  it  is  doubtless  more  costly  at  the 
beginning,  but  is  cheaper  and  more  cleanly  in  the  long 
run. 

Two  public  and  two  private  streets  have  been  paved 
during  the  year,  while  ten  other  private  front  or  back 
streets  are  in  the  hands  of  the  contractor  at  the  present 
time.  One  great  improvement  has  been  made  in  widening 
the  approach  to  the  town  from  the  Skipton  end.  One  cannot 
help  marvelling  how  p;ople  have  put  up  with  the  narrow 
dirtv  little  lane  so  long.  I call  vour  attention  to  the  road 
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leading  to  the  station  which  belongs  to  the  Midland 
Railway  Company,  most  of  this  year  it  has  been  inches 
deep  in  mud,  a standing  disgrace  to  the  town  and  ought 
not  to  be  tolerated.  Would  we  had  a resident  director 
who  was  compelled  to  walk  through  it  daily  as  many  of 
us  are. 


Public  Inquiries. — On  August  14th  of  this  year, 
A.  W.  Brighthouse,  Esq.  held  an  enquiry  concerning  a loan 
of  £8,353  f°r  sewage  extension  works;  also  one  of  ^5,177 
for  private  streets  improvments.  Both  loans  have  been 
sanctioned. 

Bye-Laws,  &c. — The  Council  adopted  the  model  bye- 
laws, with  certain  modifications,  with  respect  to  “ New 
Streets  and  Buildings,”  “ Slaughter-Houses,”  ‘*  Common 
Lodging-Houses,”  and  “ Nuisances,”  and  those  were  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Local  Government  Board,  August  25th,  1891. 
It  has  also  adopted  a form  of  regulations  under  “ The 
Dairies,  Cow-sheds,  and  Milk-shops  Order  1885,”  and  these 
were  sealed  August  5th,  1891.  Bye-Laws  relating  to 
offensive  trades  have  been  adopted,  received  sanction  on 
August  30th,  1901. 

Acts  of  Parliament  Adopted. — “ The  Infectious 
Diseases  ("Notification)  Act  1889,”  and  “ The  Infectious 
Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,”  were  adopted  in  April, 
and  came  into  force  on  May  21st,  1895.  Parts  III.  and  IV. 
of  “ The  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment  Act,  1890)  were 
adopted  ; Part  IV.  came  into  operation  on  January  13th, 
1896.  “ The  Private  Streets  Works  Act,  1892  ” was  adopted 

October  23rd,  and  came  into  force  on  November  25th,  1S95. 


Population. — The  population  at  the  census  was 
returned  at  6382  ; for  the  middle  year,  1907,  I have 
estimated  it  at  8200,  and  we  are  still  growing  rapidly. 


Births. — The  total  Births  registered  during  the  year 
were  201  (112  males  and  89  females)  being  a decrease  of 
9 on  last  year.  The  birth  rate  is  24'5i  compared  with 
27*27  the  previous  year. 
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Deaths. — The  total  deaths  returned  were  129  (64 
males  and  65  females)  against  87  last  year,  being  equivalent 
to  an  annual  mortality  of  15*73.  There  were  26  deaths  in 
people  over  65  years  of  age.  The  still  births  for  the  year 
numbered  14  against  16  for  the  year  previous. 
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The  deaths  were  distributed  amongst  the  four  quarters

The  uncertified  deaths  were  attributed  to  epilepsey, 
convulsions  and  premature  birth. 


If  you  will  refer  to  Table  III.  at  the  end  of  this  report 
you  will  find  the  19  cases  which  were  notified  during  the 
year  under  “The  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,” 
classified  under  their  various  heads,  giving  the  numbers  at 
the  respective  ages  at  which  they  occurred.  Last  year 
28  cases  were  notified. 

Measles. — During  the  latter  part  of  November  there 
were  an  outbreak  of  measles,  which  became  epidemic  in 
December.  The  cases  were  of  a mild  type,  and  confined 
to  young  children.  The  Gisburn  Road  Council  School 
suffered  severely  and  the  Infant  Department  was  closed  for 
three  weeks,  from  December  nth.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Scarlet  Fever. — The  town  has  been  practically  clear 
of  this  disease,  only  three  cases  occurring  during  the  year 
all  mild  in  type. 

Erysipelas. — Only  four  cases  of  erysipelas  were 
notified  against  thirteen  last  year,  there  were  no  deaths. 

Diarrhoea — Has  been  conspicuous  by  its  absence,  in 
fact  only  two  deaths  were  returned  as  due  to  it.  This  I 
think  is  in  a great  measure  due  to  the  cool  summer  we  had 
and  also  to  the  thorough  flushing  all  drains  had  with  the 
heavy  rains. 

Diphtheria  (including  Membranous  Croup). — Twelve 
cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  Four  in  the  first 
quarter,  one  in  third  quarter,  and  seven  in  the  last,  all  in 
children.  One  was  not  able  to  trace  any  connection 
between  the  different  cases,  in  six  there  were  sanitary 
defects,  about  the  houses  which  were  remedied.  I would 
point  out  that  as  long  as  the  streets  remain  in  the  condition 
they  are  with  stagnant  water  remaining  so  long,  we  shall 
be  specially  liable  to  tnese  outbreaks,  we,  as  a town,  are 
all  glad  the  Council  is  pushing  on  the  paving. 

Whooping  Cough. — For  two  or  three  months  in  the 
middle  of  the  year  the  town  was  visited  by  a pretty  severe 
epidemic  of  whooping  cough,  which  in  many  cases  was 
attended  with  lung  complications,  seven  deaths  occurred 
five  of  which  were  in  children  under  one  year  of  age. 

No  case  of  small-pox  or  enteric  fever  was  reported. 
Our  zymotic  death  rate  is  fractionally  higher  than  last 
year  being  1 *95  against  i‘68. 


Slaughter  Houses. — The  slaughter  houses  are  all 
registered  and  have  been  regularly  inspected.  A small 
committee  of  the  Council  together  with  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  myself  went  round  and  drew  up  certain 
recommendations  which  the  Council  adopted.  These 
have  only  in  part  been  carried  out  but  the  owners  are 
under  notice  at  the  present  time  to  complete  them. 

Noxious  Trades. — Under  this  head  there  are  two 
tripe  boilers,  their  premises  have  been  frequently  inspected, 
and  are  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — There  is  one  which  is 
quite  new  and  built  on  modern  lines.  It  is  very  satis- 
factorily kept. 

Smoke  Abatement. — Observations  have  been  made  on 
seven  different  occasions.  There  is  little  fault  to  find  on 
this  score. 

Cow  Sheds  and  Dairies. — These  have  been  inspected 
but  little  has  been  done  to  improve  them.  The  Council 
ought  to  adopt  a set  of  regulations.  I fear  we  shall  never 
get  a pure  milk  supply  till  there  is  a much  stricter 
supervision.  One  wants  themistals  loftier,  with  more  light 
and  ventilation,  and  the  cattle  groomed  and  kept  cleaner. 
I give  the  following  as  shewing  how  little  care  is  exercised  : 
A farmer’s  man  came  to  me  suffering  from  itch,  I asked 
“ do  you  milk  ? ” “ Yes  ! ” “ Do  you  wash  before  milking  ? ” 
“Oh  no,  I have  no  time  to  wash  in  the  morning,  only  at 
night.”  That  milk  had  been  going  to  one  of  our  large 
cities  and  in  all  probalitv  sold  as  pure  milk,  fresh  and 
wholesome.  I may  say  the  man  did  not  seem  to  realize  he 
was  doing  wrong.  Again  I have  often  observed  the  filthy 
clothes  of  the  farm  men  when  delivering  milk  kits  at  the 
railway  stations,  do  they  wear  aprons  when  milking  ? 
Oh  dear  no,  many  of  them  never  dream  of  such  a thing. 
One  has  only  to  look  inside  a separater  after  use  to  see  the 
dirt  which  has  been  extracted  from  the  milk.  I feel  sure 
if  many  had  seen  what  I have  they  would  never  use  milk 
unboiled.

Notes — (a)  In  Table  IV.,  all  deaths  of  “Residents”  occurring  in 
public  institutions,  whether  within  or  without  the  dis- 
trict, are  to  be  included,  with  the  other  deaths  in  the 
columns  for  the  several  age  groups  (columns  2-8).  They 
are  also,  in  columns  9-15,  to  be  included  among  the 
deaths  in  their  respective  “ Localities  ” according  to 
the  previous  addresses  of  the  deceased  as  given  by  the 
Registrars.  Deaths  of  “ Non-Residents  ” occurring  in 
public  institutions  in  the  district  are  in  like  manner 
to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of  Table  IV. 

(b)  See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “ Residents  ” 

and  “ Non-Residents,”  and  as  to  the  “ Public  Institu- 
tions” to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of 
these  Tables.  The  “ Localities”  in  Table  IV.  should 
be  the  same  as  those  in  Table  II.  and  III. 

(c)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated 

within  the  district,  whether  of  “ Residents”  or  “ Non- 
residents," are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in 
note  (a),  to  be  entered  in  the  last  column  of  Table  IV. 
The  total  number  in  this  column  should  equal  the 
figures  for  the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I.

In  addition,  and  as  regards  deaths  of  children  under  one 
year  of  age.  under  the  heading  “ Diarrhoea  " in  column 
3 (Table  IV.)  are  to  be  included  all  deaths  classified 
as  “ Diarrhoeal  diseases”  in  Table  V. 

Under  the  heading  of  “ Enteritis  ” in  Table  IV.,  are  to 
be  included  only  deaths  over  one  year  of  age  registered 
as  due  to  Enteritis,  Muco-enteritis,  Gastro  enteritis. 
Gastric  catarrh,  Gastritis,  and  Gastro-intestinal 
catarrh,  unless  from  information  obtained  by  enquiry 
from  the  certifying  practitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Med- 
ical Officer  of  Health  should  have  reason  for  including 
such  deaths,  under  the  specific  term  “Diarrhoea.'4 
Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well- 
defined  disease  should  be  included  under  the  latter. 


In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  I.,  II., 
III.,  IV.  & V.,  attention  has  been  given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables.
